This region that commonly is called India, is the Couns 
try with in which is conteined che two famous riuers, Indus 
and Ganges, which doo ans in the twoo mountaines Da- 
languer and Nangracot, ſo being iopned one to thother, that 
— are thought to be one and the people of that Country do 
thinke that they ſyꝛing out ol one common vatne, and ſo 
runne into the great Ocean Seas. The riuer Indus ofwhom 
al this Pꝛouince tooke the name by the realme of Guacara-

| lying Eaſt and (eff, vnder the tropike of Caucer ' 1trauiſe 
of thzeebundꝛeth leages from one mcuth to thother, from the 
which commeth out a point ofthe lande, farre in to the Sea, 
and ſheweth it ſelfverp ſharpe, euen vntil it come to the cape 
Camori, which lieth Noozth end South, from the fountaines 
of theſe riners in diſtaunce of 400. leages of length tn ſtuen 
degrees and two terces of heigth, ol the Nozthlide, And al- 
though that amongſt che Pzinces of theſe Countries are but 
twoo differences of lawes, Jdolaters and Mahomets, al the 
Coſltry is deuided in to many realmes 4 ſtates. Foz although 
they are very warlyke and ol littel fapths: yet the height and 
ſharpnes of the billes and mountaines, and the greate nũber

Tuo daies after that, Don Vaſco had placed his ſhips

lodge him # lee him wel vſed with good entertainemẽt. The 
next day Don Vaſco would returne to ſpeake with him and 
declare his embaſſadge, but the Gentlemen which kept him 
tompanp kept him backe, declar ing to him that the Embal 
ſadozs which came to that Country were accuſtomed not too 
go to ſycake with the king, but when it pleaſed his Maieſtie 
wel the ozder that was vled in theſe tauſes ſaid vnta him, that 
the molt certaine oꝛder and tuſtom of that Pꝛince and of the 
other Pꝛinces of thoſe Countries was, too heare no man if

NO the king D on Emanuel 
being enfozmed by Don Vaſ- 
co de Gama, of all thinges 
which happened to him in his 
he determined to ſend 
too the India thirte ene ſaples 
0 of: ſhippes ſo well furniſhed 
and pꝛouided both of men and 
— munition, that if it happened 
when they ſhould come too the 

— of Calicut #to the reſt of 
che Lozds of choſe Cofitries,that chey ſhould be defended fi5 
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Pedraluarez Cabral, a knightofgreat wiſedom, and valiant 
ſpoulde gofo2 generatoftheſaive fleete of ſhippes , who des 
parted from Liſhebron the nienth day ol Marche the peer e 
1500. Too whome there happened betweene the Jlandes of 
Cape verde ſuch a vehement ſtozme,that one of the ſhips de- 
parted from the reſte of her company, and returned backe a⸗ 
gaine, and with the reſt be coke his courſe and-ſailed karre in- 
too the Sea, bicauſe hee woulde flye away from he calmes 
which are accuſtomed too bee vpponthe coaſt of Ginea, and 
that he might with moꝛe aſſurance double the cape of Buena 
Eſperanca, running cowards the Southſouthweaſt as neere 
as the Eaſt{outheaſt and Southealk winds would giue them 
leaue. 

And at the end ol one Poneth rũning that courſe,chep foũid 
themſelues ſo much to lee warde, by reaſon ol the tydes which 
runne towardes the Noꝛthweſt, that they came to diſcoucr an 
ocher caaſt offirme land towardes the Meſt: and accopding to 
the iudgement or the Pilots, it ſeemed to them that it might 
de diſtant fromthe toaſt of Ginea foure hundzerh and ſiktie

they retired all to the mountapnes, and ſo the Portingales re» 
turned to their ſhippes without any kno! z and depar⸗ 
ted che ſame night, — which cauſed 
them co departe without oꝛder ſapled along the toad to 
wardes (eSourh, vnell bep . into a Bap, where they 
harbozed them ſelues, —_— named, Puerto * — 
and is aſmuch to ſan The 
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draluarez commaunded to hoyſe out the Boates,andhe went 
a lande in them, where he cauſed ſetuice too bee ſayde at the 
foote of a Tree with great deuotion of them all, geuing 
thankes vnto E O D that they bad departed frem that bn» 
knowen Countrep where thep were befoze. And the Barba 
rous people of that Pzouince did not maruaple coo ſee the 
Por tugales, as they of the other Coũtrep did:butrather, wh# 
they lawe them kneele on their knees in the time of ſeruice, 
they kneled downe after the ſame maner, making the ſayde 
ſhewe of pzapers. At the which light che ſapde Pedraluarez, 
and all che reſt of his people marueiled mucht; and were ve 
ry glad tu ſee them offer themſelues to te ceyue their doctrin 
of ſaluation, it they had had any to inſtruct them, e becauſe he 
coulde not remaine there, no let to follow his iournep, he di 
ſpatched foozth with the Captaine Gaſper de Glemos, that 
with bis {mall hyp hee might returne backe coo Portugale, 
to geue newes to the king Don Emanuel, of the diſcouerie 
of chat Countreyzwhich he had named Sancta Crus, whiche 
nowe is called the Braſil! by the name of the Moode that is 
bzought from thence, And when he had taken in kreſy water, 
and ſawe the weather fapze, hee determined to departe from 
thence towardes the Cape of Buena Eſperanca, and there 
hapned to him in the Goulfe ſo great ſtoꝛmes of wether, that 
in his ligbt, the Sea did [wallowe vp foure or his ſhips wich 
out the elcaping of any ofthe people of the ſame:and with the 
reſt hee ran many dayes without bearyng any ſaple,vntil the 
ſixtiench day of July he found him ſelle onely with lixe of his 
ſhippes,a great way beponde the Cape in the Coaſt of Zofa-

vng a man of ſo great courage, did ſet little by all theſe incon⸗ 
ueniences, ſo they tame to Moſambike, where they did res 
papꝛe them ſelues of the hurtes whiche they had teteiued in 
the tozmentes of wether, as alſo they were better reteiued ol 
the king then Don Vaſco RG *

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them, Pedraluarez did lade 
coulde carry, wherewith he returned into Portugale by the

and Italie doe ſtand in: w herebythe fruitfulnelle of it map be 
vnderitood, that without all doubt it is the greateſt and mot 
abundaunt that is knowen in the wide wozide, by reaſon chat 
the natural people of the countrey do pꝛocure to liue by cheit 
owne induſtrie, and continuall labour: not ſparing Poun⸗ 
taines, Tĩalleis, no; Niuers that is not all planted and ſet 
wich ſundzie ſoxtes of Ftuites, and with great ſowing of 
Wheate, Barley, Riſe and other thinges accowing too the 
commoditie and ſituation. And it is eaſie to them, by reaſon 
that they iniop freely oftheir owne ſubſtance;without anp mos 
leſtation of impoſitions and tributes . And alſo they doe not 


ſuffer noꝛ permit in the Countrey any Uacaboundes, no} idle 
people, noz they ſuffer any ofthe naturall people ofthe Coun · 


trey to goe foozth of the-Realme, there are an infinitmumber 
of peoplovball kinde of Artes, and offices, And becauſe they 
are inclined to eate and dzinke well, and too make muche of 
themſelues,and to haue their houſes very gozgeouliy dꝛeſte, 
and repaired,they geue them lelues to labour, and to pꝛocure 
it, lee ing from infamie , and ſhunntng little eſttmatton, the 
thinges wherewith idle men are there repꝛoched withall, 
This realme doth bzing koꝛth as great abundance of al kinds 
of fruites,and garden hearbes,as Europe, and as ſweete aud 
with as good talk as thoſe ofSpaine & better:foz inthe ſweete 
Ozenges, chere is thꝛee differences ot marueilous taſty and a 
kinde of plumbes that are wel neere round which are called 


Lechias, which are of an excellent taſte, without geuing any 


lochſomnes, ⁊ without taking awap the deſire ofthe ſtomack, 
and without doing any hurt, althcugh pou eate many. Of the 
mellons, x of a certaine kind of aples, they repozt wonders, 
the ir cheſtnuts they pꝛe ler without anp cõpat iſon to be made 
ok ours with them. They baue great ſtoꝛe of ſugar, and great 
ſtoꝛe of woꝛmes th bꝛeede ſilke, which is one of the greateſt 
trades þ is in that tealme i great ſtoꝛe of flax to make linnẽ 


cloth ol diuers ſozts fo2 their wraring. In ᷣ dy coũtries they 
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beate and Barley, and in the moyfte and ouerflowen 
groundes they (owe Ryſe,andthey are accuſtomed to gather 
it chꝛee 02 foure times in the peere, and ſo it is the moſte oꝛdi⸗ 
narie and common meate they haue. The high Countries 
which are not good foz Wheat, thep ſet and plant with Pine 
apple trees, in ſuch ſozte p no grounde remainc ch vnlaboured 
that is able to geue fruite, the reſt of the fields, are moſt faire 
to the light, and ſweete by reaſon of the great ſloze of Roſes, 
and ol other lweete flowers which they bꝛing foozth, and it 
maketh the Oꝛchardes pleaſant whiche fandeth by ſmall 
bzookes and tiuers, and the gardens and houles of pleaſure, 
which are ſpꝛed abzoade by the ſapde fieldes, wbiche they vle 
muche foz theyz tecreations. There are alſo certaine buſhie 
mountaines and wooddes where doeth bzeede great ſtoze of 
wilde Pigges, and alſo Deare,Pares and Conies,and other 
diuers kindes of Beaſtes, of whole ſkins they haut marueys 
{ous plentie of Furres „ and eſpecially of che Mortirnes 
which are many in number of acextaine kinde of bealſtes as 
great as Foxes, they make che muſke wherol they haue great 
abundance they beate them with ſtrokes vntil they kil them, 
and afterward they lap togeather the ſkin, the fleſhe, and the 
bones all to beaten, in little hillockes 02 Molehilles vntyll 
they bee all rotten, then they cut them, and in this ſozt thep ſel 
them ta ſtraungers. The Portugales do cal them Papos, and 
they take it foz better and moge fine Muſ ke then that whiche 
they bꝛyng from thoſe partes in powder, The moſte comes 
mon and ozdinarie cattell which they eate are Kine, Pogges 
utton, and Goates,of the which there are great abundance, 
in the Pountaynes and Peddowes. The foule is fo muche 
and ſpecially that which was bzought vp in great ſtanding 
waters and riuers, that they account it a ſmal matter to ſpend 
oꝛdtnaxily euery day in onely one of the leaſt Cities of that 
Realme which is the Canton ten oz twelne thouſand vuckes 
not accofiting any other ſozt of birdes.

Canelles are narrom and long. In the endes towardes the 
ſtreetesthe tyles are garniſhed with verp fine thinges and 
gallant made of lpme, and they haue no neede too tyle them 
anewe in many yeeres: Foz the tyles bee notbyitcle ag 
oures are,no? youu N chat ther doo not bzeede anp 
Urhte thing”: 
Atthe gates they baut trees er; which! ſerneth them 
10 ſhavowe, and it beawtifieth the ſfreetes. There are in 
the Citie many Temples ol their Idolatrie, very great and 
ſumptuous and chlefely one that is in the middeſt of the Ci» 
tie with many Towers and Pinacles, which doo ſhewe 
ouer all the Citie, At one ſide ol the part of the Riuer there 
is a greate Towze harde by the wall, and thither goeth the 
Pꝛelidentes and other Officers too make merry , and to 
lee the Cytie, the fielves and the Rivers. The ſiiburbes that 
it hath are very greate by meane ok the trade of the Sea, 


and by reason that the molte parte all the ſtraungers 
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They baue alſothe Treetgvery oade with ſome triums 
phant Arches, as well in chem, as wtthin' rhe Cytie , there 
bee a great number of places fo; men too lodge in, and lit 
tailing houles, where they haue meate dꝛeſt, wheras is great 
plentie of fleſhe and fiſhe, aſwel ſhellfiſh as other fiſh , and 
fruites and M ynes made with confections of greate deli⸗ 
catenes;that it bzingeth greate admiratiouconoteit, and it 
is all needetul, accoꝛding tos the greate trade of bying and 
ſelling that is there. They do alſirme that making enquirte 
of che things which owinarilyigeatey, euery day it was - 
founde thatthere was from fyus too ſixthouland hog ges, and 
from ten to eleuen thouſanti ducks;beſides a grtate number 
ol Ryne ; and an infinit number ofother Byrds and hennes 
and alſo Contes and fiſhe , web ſhelliſpe as other ſiſhe, and 


fruites and trogges, and alu vagges, which they ſlay and 


kin oꝛ ſcalne iyhe Pigges, and the baſe and pome [people 
da rate them, ſo as caſttie then do *onfeſſe that this Cxtie of

In Canton and al other pla- 
ces of that coaſt, they are cawnie like vnts thoſe cf Fetz, and 
Marruecos, but al within the lande are of the collour lyke to 
the people of Spaine, Italy, and Flanders, whyte and red & 
of good growth. The noble people of che lande. and choſe 
that ſerue in the warres,doo apparel chemſektes with likes 
of diuers colours, and che poozer ſoꝛt of people with blacke, 
and with ſerge, lynen cloth, and cotton wool, died, bicanſe 
they make no woollenclothes , although they haue greate 
ſtoꝛe of woolles, They baue their coaces made of ſuch faſhis 
as other were inolde 898 pleits, long fawles, & 
bꝛoade ſieeues, and they make them faft vppon the lefte ſide, 
and doo garde their ſaide apparell wich that that their gar 
ments are made of,accoding to the degree 
ery one ol them. Chey that bee ol the blood Royal, and alſo 
ſich as be placrd in the chiefe offices ol honoꝛ and auttoꝛi⸗ 
tie, differ from al other in apparet: la they go al berſet with 
golde and ſiluer round abdut they wales, and al other Gen · 
tlemen doo cary their rares garniſhed there with. Their ho 
ſes are bery wel made and ditched, and their Bootes and 
ſhoves are made ol ſike verp crerious and fine. Inche winter 
ſesfon they furre their apparef with furres ol beaſtes, as of 
Marterns and Sables, and do bring them opvinartly about 
their neckes.They ſuffer theyꝛ heart to growe long, wherein 
they baue great ſuper ſtition, ſaying that they ſhalbee caried 
thereby to heauen: and they collour it lyke as women bro, 
and do gatber it togither in che higbelt part ok the head with 
a ſtring, wherin they put chyough anatleoffiluer.Thoſechat 
are not marie are different from them that are: wherefoze 
they weare theyꝛ heare curled vppon their fozehead,q+ weare 
on thep2 head certain high coyues, rounde, made of mall 
ftckes very line, and wꝛougbt prot wich blacke ſilke.The 


thoſe that are dwel- 
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and thoſe that dwel in the hilles and mountaines the relle 
ate very whyte and fapze in their faſhion, ſome with goods 
ly eyes, and their noſes very ſlender and comely. All are 
appareled with lille, æ the pooꝛeſt ſozt with ſerge and lynen 
cloth. The coates w they vle, bee of the kaſhion of them that 
are heere, and the Pettycoates with bzoade ſleeves. They 
dꝛelle their heare with moll great care, they carp it gathe⸗ 
red togither on the higher part of the head, faſt bounde with 
a bzoade lace of (ilk garniſhed with ſtones e peeces of gold. 
They paint honey with the lyke curiolitie as they do in 
Spayne: the p hold it fo2 a gallant thing, to haue their feete 
very little, æ therfoze fra the tyme that they be little childzẽ, 
they bind their feete berp much with clothes, fo bicauſe chat 
luch as haue little feete are much eſteemed. They liue very 
cloſlp in there houles,foz they are littel ſeene, their huſbands 
willes is that they ſhould ſo doo, fo2 they are very iealowſe.

friends that do carie them, and that do accompanie them, in 
luche ſoꝛte that none areſeeneby the ſtreetes, but people of 
lot and baſe degree.

All theſe faz the mote 
parte are ſlaues bought from the powze of their moothers 
when thep were childzen,fo2 bycauſe it is permitted by lam 
bntoo widowes that doe remapne pooze, when they haue not 
wherewichal.co ſuſtein chem co ſel their childꝛen foz their res 


liefeꝛb to riche mer · 
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chaunts and offer their daughters that they may bup them, 
The which merchauntes moued with conetottſnes do ceache 
theſe pong maides too play of the Uirginalles and Sit⸗ 
tozns and other ſuch inſtrumentes: and after growing coripe 
peeres, they put them intoo the ſkreetes too teiſe a gacne of 
their whozedomes. There is an accompt taken by an Okli⸗ 
tex of the Ringes, which is appointed foz this cauſe;vntoo 
whomethe maiſter of theſe maides doth pay ſo much by the 
peere, after the manner of tribute, and they to their maſters 
every Moneth aſmuch as they doo agreevppon : and theſe 
which doo plap ofthe Inſtrumentes and ſing well, bee moze 
eſteemed g of greater pꝛyte. When they are olde they make 
them looke young again, with ointments oyles, waters, and 
with collours, and when they are olde and of no moze pꝛo⸗ 
lit, they remaine free without any longer bondage vnto their 
maiſters,o2 any elſe, mainteyning themlelues of that which 
they haue gotten in their pouth, with their naughty trade. 
And the boyes do ſerue al kind of ſeruice in they? houſes, vn⸗ 
til they be ol peeres to marry, x chẽ their maiſters are bound 
to lecke then wiues, and to pꝛouide them houſes, and to giue 
them trade oꝛ oꝛder how they may get their liuing, and theſe 
leruauntes mult gene their maiſters enery yeere ſo much in 
knowledge ofcheir bondage, but the childzen of theſe lanes 
remaine free,They doo celebjate all their holy dapes inthe 
night, and pꝛincipally at the tyme of the newe Bones, as 
people that walke in darkenes, with great ſhewes and many 
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ly dates being richelp appareled, and doo offer ſacrifiſes too 
thep2 Idolles, ſinging accoꝛding too they? faſhion,audthep 
are al topful with then they ſing very vnlyke one anos 
ther in theyz voices, and diuers kind of inſtruments lpke too 
Gittozns, Utolls, and Uioles of the bowe, Claricozdes & 
Fluites. And although they be not of the ſelklame making as 
oures are here, yet they are much like to thẽ and arevery cus 
rious, their voices do agree with the Jnſtrumentes mar⸗ 
uellouſlp , & they make a maruellous accoꝛde inthe ſounde, 
They baue many ſhewes oz playes verp pleaſantof great en · 
tertainement toʒ ſuch as do vnderſtande them, they do them 
very naturally with great peparation; and very lyke to the 
matter, which they do pzeſent them foz, And al the tyme that 
thele feſtiual dapes doo continewe, they baue tbeir tables let 
ful ofmeate ofdiners ſoztes, as well of fleſhe ,as of fiſhe, and 
of al kinde of fruites,and ofmoſt riche wpnes of maruellous 
taſte, and they and their Pꝛieſts doo nothing elſe but tate # 
dzinke at diſcretion vntill they can not ſt ande: and in that 
point neither the Fleminges noꝛ Almans do paſle them. 
In the pꝛincipal dapes oz feaſts that euery one doth keepe 
as inthe dap of his byzth,thep doo conuite their kinsfolkes 
and fciendes, and bidde one another, and they ſenddelicates 
and thinges too helpe them make their feaſtes . There are 
greate expences in theſe bankets,and thoſe which make thẽ 
fo2 their paſtymes , thep ſpende frankely theyz goodes in 
them, they are ſerued with maruellous policie, and with 
ſtraunge ozder,and if chere be one hũdzeth gueſtes, cuery one 
eateth alone, oꝛ by twoo and twoo, vppon littel tables molle 
gallant, ſo gildcd,and painted with wildefowle, deart, and al 
other ſoztes of byꝛdes that they couer no table wich clothes, 
but onely compaſſeth the table with a boꝛder oz a frontall of 
Damal ke in euery one that reacheth to the grounde, in the 
endes # ſides. Rounde about the tables they put many little 
baſ kets very curious decked with flowzes with diuers diffe · 
rent kruites, and in the middel the meate very ozderlp , and 
| ant oo ah of fleſps as ipe;byothes al diners qe 4 
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ned in rich diſhes made of ſine whpte 
nas, q; of ſiluer, They eate very cleavelyFXoz they touche not 
their meate with their handes, but with ſmal tickes gilded 
that they holde betweene theyz fingers, and with fozkes ol 
luer: they dꝛinke many tymes, but little in quantitie, they 
dꝛinke it out of little cuppes made of the whyte fine earth 
that the Porcelanas are made of, too the end that they wold 
dꝛinke verplittel ata tyme,Wlomen do helpe to ſerue in the 
meate and dzinke, and coo wapte at they} tables: and when 
the tabels are lerued the ſalde women do the office of teſters 
too make them merry and iopful.Thephaue muſitions in all 


theſe bankets and players vpon divers Inſfrumentes, daun · 
ters and repꝛeſenters of comedies, wherewith they bee re» 


created as people without care, and without light ofthe glo⸗ 
tie of heauen, not directing too any other ende but too the 
contentment and felicitie of this wozld, whereof they eniop 
the ful.

they glaſe them, and they bake them. In the Pꝛotunce called 
Saxij art made the beſte: andthe greateii-F ap2e and ſale of 
them, where they are moſte ſold, is in Liampo, which is a 
Cite ol the lame Pꝛeuince. The arcificers and trafteſn en 
are dwelling in the open places and ſtrectes as they are 
here. There are goldeſmitheg that woozke vppengolde and 
liluer curiouſlp,and maruellous gilders and grauets of gold 
which haue greatſhoppes full of counting houles and pain- 
ted a garniſhed Cheſtes , and many Chapꝛes gilded with 
gold,+ ſome with ſiluer ol ſuch as they cary they} gouerners 
and other chiefe Officers cfthey2 common wealthes on 
they? Houlders,which are very rich, and of great pꝛyce, and 
{pectally one ſozte of them which ate made very high. and 
couered with windowes made with a latte ſſe of Juozy, that 
they which are within may ſee thoſe chat are without, e they 
not ſeene, Theſe do ſerue to carry women when thep paſſe in 
the Citte. They haue many rich beddes,tables,ſtooles,ſmal 
cheſtes ſo gilded and curiouſly wzought and painted th gold, 
and other matertaſls, that it is ful to our great arti 
ficers that we baue here. J bad in my cuſtodie a ſmall coun» 
ting cheſte, and J ſhewed it in Liſhebron where J bought 
it, and in Seuil vnto the moſt curious men, and at moſt know · 
ledge in al artes that mere in choſe Cities at that pꝛeſent, 
with great admiration they ſaide to mer, that in all Europe 
was none that mould take vppon them to make the lyke no2 
bnderſtande the woozke that mas in it . There are many 
woozkemen oflaten which doo woozke an infinite number 
of al ſoztes of veſlelles, of the which they ſerue and pꝛouide al 
the Jlandes ofthoſe Seas and of other veſſelles of Jron 
whereof they are greatand rn they —

are (woo greate ſtreetes of them without anp other perſon 
of any other occupation that dwel amongil them, but there 
are many ſcatered abꝛoadt in other places of the Citie. In 
one of theſe ſtreetes are ſolde riche ſtuffe, wherewith they 
make bootes and ſhoes that are covered without with luke 
of coullours with riche ſtringes, which is made very gal- 


lantly, There are Bootes of ten Ducats p2ice;and of a Dus 


cat accozding to cheyꝛ goodneſſe, and ſhoes of two Ducats 
and ſo downewarde, bntoo a marnedle which is the vi. parte 
of a pennie, and areofſtrawe, that the riche andpooze map 
weare euery one as he liſteth and as they? abilitie ſerueth. 

In al other attes, there are a greate number of ctaftes⸗ 
men very curious and ok all thinges greate abundance, And 
they are ſogiuen too thep2 owne pꝛolit, that ofvogges bones 
and of other beaſtes, they ſerue themſelues therewith in 
ſteede of Juozp, and of olde ragges and rindes of trees, 
and of canes they make paper and of ſmall peeces offilke: 
of this they ſerue themſelues too wyptevppon, and the reit 
fo2 too rolle peeces of Damaſ ke and Taffetas and other 
ſilkes in. They buy the dung of the houſes fo theyꝛ grownd 
in the fieldes and eſpecially foz theyꝛ garden h⸗arbes. They 
bzing vpp byꝛdes too ſinge, and they teache them too make 
viſages ; they apparel themſelues of divers faſhions. They 
make all theſe inventions andmany' other too get monp, 
wherewithall coo paſſe they? life. The mon that is among 
them is of copper, but that which moſt runneth amongeſk 
them is golde and ſiluer, which is chaunged fozthe valewe 
in waight,as it is inthe Peru. All of them bꝛing theyꝛ Bal 
launceand bꝛoken ſiluer too buy meate , and the reſte of the 
thinges which they haue neede of. And when they buy any 
ching of greate quantitie, they haue Ballances in thep2 
boules , and greate nne.

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nince,# all other Ca: are conuenient fo: the good 
couernmft expedition ot iuſtice. The fourth is the Aytao, 
who is the purue iour general, and Pꝛeſident of the Counſel 
of warres, too whome doth aperteine the liuing of men and 
pꝛouiding of ſhippes, vittailes, and munitions fo2 the ſhips 
of warre, that goe to the Sea, and foz armes by lande and fo2 
02dinarp gariſons of the cities and frontier Townes, and to 
know what ſtraungers do come, and from whence they come 
and what they wil, The fifth is the Luytiſi, which is the Cap» 

taine general that doth put in execution that which is ozdet- 
ned by the Aytao and thoſe of his councel, And whe there is 
occaſion of any warres of tmpoztice with any migh- 
th Pince, then goeth this Þyeſidene in perſon too rule 
— — of great auctozitie, 

and ſuch — — wp ER 
eſtimation. Euery one of the Luytifi, haue ten 
hearers o Judges in his which doo afliſt him, 

pg bots Wa tog —ů—ů Aer 
of great auccozitie and eſtimation: and when they be in col 
kel, five of them doo ſit of the right ide of the Þyeſident, and 
fine of the left. Thoſe that ſit on the right ſide be of moze p2e» 
heminence then the other fiue,in that they weare girdelles of 
golde,and pellow hattes:and they of the leſte ſide, do weare 
gyꝛdelles of ſiluer, and thep? hattes are ble we. And it is not 
permitted that any other Judges ofthe Lawe weare theſe 
gy2delles of golde and ſiluer and hattes of theſe collours, 
bnleſſe they bee cefuch as are Captepnes 0? other officers of 1 
the men of warte. And if by chaunce the Hꝛeſidtt dye, there | 28 
doth ſucceede in his place the moſt aunctent Judge next too 8 
him. And when there is any need co go ta vilit the Poutnce, 
there goeth one of them with the auctozitie that every one of 
them haue too put oꝛder in the thing that is conuenient to be 
refozmed ; Theſe Þ2eſivents and the other Tudges do bzing 
in theyz ſhoulders and bjeſtes the kings armes, and they are 
a certain kind of ſerpents woeuen with thzeed of gold. They 
dans many ocher nfertour „ although 17 be but 
3 awpers 
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Lawyers they alwaies ſpeake too them kneeling on they? 
knees,exceptonely the head keeper ofthe pziſons which is 
an office amongſt them of much eſtimation. This mã when 
be commeth in kneeleth down,#rpſech vp again whẽ he ſpea⸗ 
keth cothe. And when theſe Judges come newlie too the pꝛo⸗ 
uinces.tbere go foꝛth to receiuethem al the men ol che warre 
with many banners and other ſouldierlyke ſhewes, and all 
the reſt of the Lawyears and officers wich great myꝛth and 
top. They haue on theſe dapes al the ſtreetes very much dec- 
ked with diuers ſoꝛtes of ſilkes, and with bowes & bzanches 
and with dyuers ſoztes of flowzes of moſt ſweete ſmel, and 
they accompany them vntoo the ſtreetes where thep multe 
lodge with much mulike and diuers ſoztes of inſttumentes, 
L pkewiſe the king doth commande to pꝛouide with the opi⸗ 
ntoi; of al his counſell al the reſt of the ozdinarie Dfficers of 
the Cities and Townes ol his Realme, wich conſideration 
that they bee not of the ſaide Countrie whether they hal go 
co miniſter Juſtice,that they bee not moued by affecciontoo 
doo what they oughtnot, no2 behave themſelues with inſo · 
lencie,no2 pet that they bee not made mightie, with the auc · 
eozitie in cammaunding, in ſuche ſoꝛte that they may cauſe 
ſome inſurrection and alteration, This Lawyers noz the reſt 
ofthe officers that are appointed too them, of theſe ſupꝛeme 
offices,do make any maner of — when they depart 
from the Court coo the place oł theyꝛ gouermentes, but onely 
of apparel and a fewe ſeruauntes that ſerueth them, oʒ in al 
places where they ſhal paſſe tough, the Ring hath at his 
coſt, houſes appointed and officers,that ſhal lodge and ſerue 
them with al thinges neceſſarie , and doo pꝛouide fo; them 
Hoꝛſes, and barkes if they haue neede of them. And fo2 thep2 
meate it isappointed what ſhal be giuento euery one of chF, 
accoꝛding to his degree and office, And this liberality they 
vſe with al the reſt of the Lawyers, generally although they 
go not pꝛouided of offices, At ſuch tyme as they come, they 
aſke them if they will haue theyz ſtipende that is appointed 
f; them, in meate 02 monp: il they wil haue it in ag = 
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ſerue them very daintily, as too men that haue auctoꝛitie to 
commaunde too whippe theſe Officers if they doo not they 
dueties. And when they willodge in the houſe of ſome ofthetr 
acquatntance oz friendes bicaule they wil be at moze liberty 
too bee merrie,then they giue chem that poztion as is apoin» 
ted too them in monp. Al theſe houſes are very wel pzoutded 
fo2,by ſuch as haue the charge of them: it toucheth the Pon- 
chaſi ofthe Pzouince , fo2 that hee muſt take accompte of 
ſuch as are ofiicers,ofthe expences that is made of all theſe 
vittailing #lodging houſes, In al theſe houſes they lodge al 
the oꝛdinarie officers that they map exercyſe thep2 Dffices, 
as Notaries, ſerieants, po2ters,euen bntothe erecutours of 
Jullice,vnto whome the king doth giue meat x wages ſuffi- 
ciently and are payde euery Poneth, bicauſe they ſhould not 
carrie no2 take any bzibes o any perſon, And foz this they 
haue an ozder that none oftheſe Lawyers can pꝛouide 02 cõ⸗ 
maunde any thing in Juſtice,butchat it muſt paſſe befoze al 
theſe officers, and in publike audience which is done in this 
maner. The Judge is ſet in his tribunal, and at the 
enterp in ok the hal ſtande the pozters which declare with 
loude voice the perſons name that cõmeth in to aſke iuſtice, 
and what hee demaundeth: who falle th downe on his knees a 
good way fr the Judge, x doth pꝛopoũd with a lowde voice 
his cauſe, oꝛ tellech them by wzyting what hee woulde haue. 
And this petition one ofthe Notaries doeth take and trade 
with alowd voice: and being ſeene and heard, her doeth pꝛo⸗ 
uide and commaunde Juſtice to be done therevpon, and doth 

ſigne it wich his owne hand with red Inke, and ik be doo noe 
ſo, thek hee doth remit too an other inter iour Judge that he 
map do it, This maner ofozder is kept ſo p2eciſip that by no 
meanes they can bee bzpbed, vnles theofficers ſhoulde vn- 
derſtande it, and as they ſhal bee by them abſolued o2 con⸗ 
demned in their reſidences they feare them, all theſe are ve · 
ry pꝛeſiſe too execute that which they are commanded as 
wel Notaries as Serieantes and the reſt. And i any of thẽ 


do make any fault in they office, tut at theverphovye 


there 
is put 
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is put in their hands a littel banner and ſo doo holde it in 
theyꝛ bandes kneeling vntil all buzines at that audience bee 
diſpatched and concluded. And kooꝛthwith the Lawyer doch 
commaund the executtoner that he giue him ag many whips 
as too him ſeemech good, which ate ſuch as hereafter ſhall 
bee declared:in ſuch loʒte that all thoſe Officers go alwayes 
foʒ the moſt parte with plaiſtcrs and markes, and thts is ſo 
oꝛdinary among them, that they take it foz nothame too go 
in chat ſoꝛt: CA hen one of theſe. Judges doo walke inthe Cy⸗ 
tie, he goety accompanied with theſe miniſters. Officers, a 
other people among them:andthere goeth befoze bim eigbt 
Okãc ers bp both ſides of the ſtreetes: the twoo fozemoſt goe 
with mates of ſiluer made as oures axe, put into cettain long 
ſtaues.and thep ligniſie that theſe Judges and Lawyers are 
inthexz office in place ofthe King: the other twoo that fol · 
lowe, doo carry twoo long canes in they? bandes on higb; 
which do repꝛeſent the trewe and rightful iuſtice they ougbt 
too doo:and thother twoo that followe after thele doo carrie 
other twoo canes,haling them vppon the grounde, and knit 
to them certaine long red gyꝛdles, and in the point of them 
cefttaine taſlelles which are the inſtrumttes of iuſtice where 
with al thep whippe. And the twoo pozters go with certain 
cables liſted vpp after the faſhion and ofa carget: 
wherein is witten the name of the Juſtice, and the charge 
and Office that he hath:and thoſe that go befoze theſedobid 
with a lowdevoice,that they giue place, bycauſe it is not pers 
mitted that any man of what degree ſocuer hee bee ſhoulde 
paſſe a thwart the ſtreet noꝛ walke, as long as theſe Judges 
paſſe, uppon papne too bee whipped without thac 
thoulde doo againſt it, This Pꝛince hath ſo great care, that 
bis Judges t Officers as wel the Gouetners as Pzeſidents 
c althe reſt ſhould vſe theyꝛ offices wel, as they oughtco do, 
that although he do ſendfromthzee preres, to thꝛer peeres ol. 
© ficers which are called Chaenes to take accbpt ofthe Juds 
ges, pet beſides that, from vi. Monethes to vi. Monethes, oꝛ 
from peere too peere, het doth viſpatche with all ſecret other 
extra. 
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extraodinary Judges which are called Leachis, & are men 
that he hath great truſt in, and thoſe that are very familter 
wich him, that they map viſit thoſe Pꝛouinces with ſo great 
turiſdiction and auto2t:te , that without returning too hun, 
they may chaſten el manerof offfces be they ncuer ſo great, 
and put out of office al Judges & Officers at tyep2 wil, aud 
bycauſe they ſhou'de cxetuti this with moze Juſtice , there 
is taken of them an othe of cheyꝛ faithfulnefle azdſecreſte, 
giuing tem to d2inke thzee tymes of the wyne, they viſe come 
monly to dʒ inke of, which is the manerot theyꝛ othe. And bi» 
cauſe hee may goe with mote lecrecie, the Secretaries doo 
make the letters pattents without any name of him that 
ſpal goe, no2 whether hee ſhal goe mozethenco ſhewe in the 
letters patents that in what place ſoeuer that Lawper ſhall 
tome and pꝛeſent thoſe letters patents, be bee obeped as the 
king bimſelfe, vnto whom he ſhe weth by woꝛde of mouth in 
ſecrete, che Pꝛouince whether be ſhall go. And ſa hee depar · 
teth vuknowen without knowing vnto any other whether he 
(hal go. And in comming too the place hee ſeeth, and under ⸗ 
ſtandeth al things that are vſed chere, and no man knoweth. 
what hee is, no2 what hee pꝛetendeth, and in what ſozce all 
officers do miniſter Juſtice, And this not geuing knowledge 
ok any thing what his comming is; hee ſtaieth vntill a day 
that the Hꝛeſidents doo ioyne togither with the Tutam, too 
make a general conſultation which is once enerp Ponetch. 
Then he goeth in to pꝛeſent bis letters patentes, # pꝛeſentiy 
they arpſe every one of them and goe aſide with greate hu⸗ 
militie to heare iudgement againſt themſelues, and fooꝛth⸗ 
with they are executed. Andifchere bee any ſuſpenc ion, then 
he doth pꝛouide inchey2 places other newe oflicers: and ik 
bee linde that they haue ſetued wel, hee doth honoꝛ thẽ much 
& dith reinoue them to better places of moꝛe truſt. Theſe 
are woont too viſie the Schooles & examine the Studentes: - 
and ſuch as doo not learne, hee commaundeth them too ben 
mhipt and coo bee put in pꝛiſon, and the unpꝛolitable are pue 
out of they places, ꝝ ſuch as „ —_— on 1 
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fauonr and pꝛomiſeth them hope oferhibition, There is an 
other office oz dignitie aboue all theſe, which is that of the 
Quinchai, and is afinfich to ſap the ſell of gold. This man 
goeth not out ofthe court, but when any great matter docth 
concerne the king, e ol the good gouernment, and quietnes 
of the whole realme. In all cauſes as wel ciwl as criminal, 
the Judges doo pꝛoceede oꝛderly in they2 cauſes , and doo 
make they actes and dos examine the witneſſes in publike 
befoze theyz officers and miniſters, bicanſe there (hall be no 
falſehod noz deceipt vſedinthe aſking of that which they 
know, no} tn wpyting therok. They examine euery witneſle | 
by bimſelfe, and ik they doo agree in thep2 declarations and 

depoſitions they put them alide, and doo aſke thone and tho⸗ 
ther, vntil they come to differ among themlelues, bicauſe bp 
reaſon chat thone and thother doo alledge they may come to 
declare the truech che better, And when they cannot vnder 
ſtande the certaintie, thep whippe them, and giue them tops 
ment in ſuch ſoꝛt, that by one way oz other, they may declate 
the truech effectually. They haue great reſpectin theſe caus 
ſes too men ofeſttmation of whome they pꝛeſume that they 
are not perſons that wil lye. In cauſes of great impoztaunce 
and that doeth touche graue perſonnes, the Judges doo 
not truſt cheyꝛ Notar ies too wpte the tnfozmations , but 
they with theyꝛ hands do let down al the acts. Ok ſuch as are 


ſþal pay them, and if they perloꝛme not, they commaund that 
there bee giuen too them many whippes, and they turne and 
commaunde a newe. Another tyme, and if they pay not, they 
returne coo whippe them againe: and in this ſoꝛte they pꝛo⸗ 
ceeded wich them vntil they dye with ſtrypes, if their kinſe 
folkes doo not pay foꝛ them. MNhen any dweller wil paſſe to 
— . then twher be dwele 
befoze,oz gu too ſome other Towne, they haue a cuſtome too 
ring vpp0n anemptie Baſon by all the neighbours with a 
common crier which ſhal ſap that ſuch a perſon doth remoue. 
end(0 hat placegthatifheowe anp hingzthatthep come 


to de⸗ 


pꝛiſoners fo2 debt, there is a tyme appointed wherein they 
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to demaunde it nne ſhoulde 
looſe any thing dewe too them: this perſon doo abſent him · 
ſelfe without making this diligence, the Juſtices do compel 
al his neighbours too pay al the debtes that he owe, bicauſe 
chep were ſo negligent and did not aduiſe the Juſtice of his 
remouing. Thoſe which are Pꝛiſoners fox thefte o murder, 
are kept perpetually in the pꝛilons, vntil chey dye by whip- 
ping, oz by hunger oz cold. Foz although thep be condemned 
too death, they doo execute the Judgement with ſuch delibe- 
ration, that many peeres after they tome to die fo neceſlitie, 
as befoze is declared, oz of they natural death. And foz this 
cauſe there are a great number of pꝛiſoners in every Cytie 
and Towne, And it is affirmed chat only in the Cytie of 
Canton are accuſtomed too be moze then 15. thouſand. And 
by reaſon there are many people, and there is littel almes 
giuen, the pooze people doo gine themſelues to ſteale. There 
is in this Cytie and in all the — are okthe Metra- 
politan xiii. Pyiſons, and in every one ot them a wall of a 
great circuit very heigh,# ſo large, that they haue within the 
lodges fo2 the head keeper, and his ollicers, and foꝛ the ſoul- 
diers of the watche, and oꝛdinarily there are gardens, and 
ſtreetes-and courtes within, where the pziſoners doo walke 
by dap, and there are many bittayling houſes, wherethep 
d2eſle meate, and doo hire beddes, and Taplers ſhoppes; 
and other artes, that the pꝛiſoners doo ble, too ſuſta ine and 
maintaine tbemſelues. Ok theſe thittiene pziſons there are 
alwaies decupped fix of them wich men, which are condem⸗ 
ned too death, and in everyone ol chem are a hundꝛeth ſouls 
diers and moꝛe with theyꝛ Captaine, too keepe the laide pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, Euery offender doth bzing hanging at bis neck a boꝛde 
— . andaſpanne bjoade;wherefn 


too dye, they ſhut them vppe in the nightin certaine lodges, 
which are neere coo the cout ts, and they make them ly vpon 
theyz backes, and vppon them doo runne cercaine Jron 
chaynes paſt chzough certaine collers that are betwene pꝛi⸗ 
ſoa and pꝛiſon: wherewith they are ſo faſt made, tha: they 
can noteſcape. And they lape vpon them certaine couerings 
made of tibet, that there remapneth to chem no moze ſpace 
but theyz length and bzeadth which is a moſt pain full tmpzt- 
lonment. They neuer execute the Judgement that is gien 
bppon them, that are condemned coo dye, but when the 
Chaenes and Leuchis doo go too take reſidence & doo make 
aſecretvilitation, Then theſe Judg es do al ke fo2 the roules 
of them that are condemned & the cauſes, And although that 
theyz ſentences areconfirmed by the king and of thoſe ofhis 
chtefe Councell , theprecurne too ſee againe thep} factes, 
with the reſt ot the Lawyers that doogouerne: and beeing 
ſeene, they choſe among vi.oz viit.of choſe that doo ſeeme too 
them too beeamoſt culpable. And they commaund the head | 
keeper of the pꝛilons, that hee giue oꝛder coo carry them too 

luffer execution, And this beeing done they turne too ſte as 

gaine anewe the facces, that by any meanes 02 waies they 

may ſuſpend the execution af ſome of them. And if they linde 
any not ſo wooꝛthie of death as the tel, they commaund that 
hee bee put aſide from the refte, and that there bee ſhotte of 
ili peetes of 62dinaunce which is a ſigne oz token that they 
take out of the puſonſuch as ſhal dye. They turne to cdlult | 
again toſee if they can deliuer any other, # when they tome 

not, chen tbey commaunde to ſhootte of other three peetes, 
that they may bee catied aut to the ſieldes:and befoze they go 
fooʒch ot councel they teturne too ſee theyꝛ ci uſes a new. In 
this tyme they are ſet bypon a heape of aſlhe 3 
them meate,tarrying fo the laſt reſulut 

accuſtomedco deliuer o relieve ſumt. And bit . 
ſhoulde bee made — 9 ey co 
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all the Belles, and there is though all the Citie a great ru⸗ 
mour, as though they were all amaſed, bicauſe it is a thing 


which is ſeldome tymes done. In theſe dates they ſhut vppe 
theyz ſhoppes, and no bodp doo woozke, no2 they (etl any 
ching vntil ſunne let, which is when they take the bodies at · 
ter execution done vppon them out of the fiedes foꝛ to burte 
them. And from that tyme they doo any buzines, and doo o⸗ 
pen their ſhoppes. Allo theſe Judges of reſidence doo ſee the 
roull ofthe theeues which ſtill remayne in pꝛiſon in recom⸗; 
pence of coʒrection they commaunde them alwayes too bee 
whipte. And they vſe in this cauſe ſo much rigour, choler, and 
haſte, as they bſe charytie and clemencie with ſich as they 
pit too death,foz there is no facte ſo much abhozred as chat 
ts. The whippes they geue them are molt cruel + they giue 
them vpon the calfes of chep legges, they? ſhoulders tur · 
ned downewarde and they} handes tyed behinde them wich 
as bꝛoade as a hande,and of thickeneſſe of one finger 
ch ehey keepe in water, that they may wozke the grea⸗ 
cte, in ſuch ſozte that at the firſte ſtroke the blood cb» 
— and the epecutioners doo whippe them togither, 
one bypon one legge and thother vp pon the other and they do 
it with ſuch dexteritie and t chat ol oy two ſtripes, 
Ikno ve not who is able too them: and of fif:te oꝛ ſix⸗ 
tie it happeneth that chere dye manx, bycauſe they? ſinewes 
are all looſed and vndoone. Some Portingales doo affirme 
that had beene in thoſe pꝛiſonnes, that there dyed euer y 
peere moze then twoo thouſande men of theſe whippings,® 
ſonte fel made of them, and of hunger and cold w they ſuffe · 
d. The ſapde Judges are pꝛeſent, when they whip them: 
and all the tyme that it endureth, they are vecupped tn eas 
ting and dzinking and in pallymes without anp maner of 
griefe there foze, and by reaſon it happencth that ſomtimes 
ſome of theſe Lawyers beciag bꝛybtd with greate giftes oz. 
friendſhippe are accuſtomied ioo let at libertie ſame of che ſe 
pꝛiſoners, and put others in theyꝛ places, o there neuer lacs 


keth ſome miſerable people that ko; a little gaine wil put 
themlelues

| bppon them the name ofthe offenders, and tooremedie this 
when the offences are greeuous they doo ſet downe in a 
booke that they baue foz this purpoſe .thelignesof the face, 
and the maner of the collour and diſpoſition of the offender, 
and they cauſe him too make his firme and ligne, that there 
bee not dectipt vſed. The puniſhment which they oꝛdinarily 
doo ble tao giue ſuch as are offenders in ſmall cauſes , are 
whippinges fewe oz many accoꝛding too they? facte . and 
ſome ate put in the common ſtreetes to be ſhamed, hanging 
a great and ſquare table at they2 necks, being thꝛee ſpannes 
bꝛoade 02 licle moze, made of peeces, a hole in the middeſt 
which doech gyꝛde all the necke, wberein are mitten all his 
faults, and ſo they bzing them faozth and carry them alter 
this ſoꝛte thꝛee and foure dayes accoding too the offences 
they did. Such pꝛyſoners as are bery pooze , and ber pppſo«

Abe ſame care and diligence 
that this mightie pꝛince hath, 
that there bee good gouernes | 
ment, and iultice miniſtred 
rightly in all his Nealme, the 
ſeikeſame care, and much moꝛe 
bach hee in fozeſight fo2 the 
cauſes ofhis warres, thathee 
— | hath continually with choſe

vnto him, and ſpecially that he hath with the Tartarres, Fox 
which cauſe as it is ſayd, there is in tuery Pꝛouince a Þ2e- 
ſident and Connſailersof warre, and generall and oꝛdinar ie 
Captains, which vo raiſe vp people, and that do put in pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe exerciſe both at the ſea at lande, accopding tothe occa⸗ 
ſions which are offered. And allo there are in the moſt cities, 
Captaines and Officers, wich ſouldiers and gariſons, fo? to 
keepe and defende them ,vibere they watch and warde with 
all ozder of ſouldierlike diſcipline night and day, and with 
the ſquadꝛons which are neceſſarie aſſiſting at the gates, 
not letting any man come in. no2 go kozth, but that hee is re- 
giſtred. Theſe gates are opened and ſhut with the oꝛder and

day. When they ſhut them, they put within the ioyntes of 
them a paper glewed, and ſealed vpd with their ſeale, which 
is not taken away vntill the mozning, that they ſend to them 
to open them.

the watch and eee A itheſe captaines are of the 
ſame Pꝛouinces bycauſe the love of their Countrep mape 
caule them to ſerue truely, and caule them to labour the moꝛe 
to defende them.

And although they are ſtoute men, 
and of great courage fo) to abide, and to giue battaile to the 
enemie, yet they — pollicies, and all kind 
of lire woꝛkes in theyꝛ battailes, both by ſea — 
loge that there mas nothing that did cauſe the Port! 
ro maruaile ſu much when they went thither the firſt t 8 
to (ee that they vſed Artillarie. UAhereot they came to vnder⸗ 
ſtande that they had artillarie among them many peares be- 
ſoze it was vſed in Europe, And it appeareth to be ſa, bit auſe 
that in the Realme of Pegu, whether they tame inolde time, 
and where in their conqueſtes, and in their foztifications, a. 
mougl other things they left their Artillarie, æ where there 
is fuunde at this day, Belles and Gunnes of mettall, which 


they made. They bie allo of all kinde ofarmour,and che mod 
principal 
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which are mightie men, and with red haire,# great beards, 
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ppincipall Gentlemenofthe Countriedo carie foureſwozds 
with them, and fight with two of them togither, with great 


They enter into the warres compaſled about with many 
ſeruantes and familiar friendes,which are footmen, well ar» 
med, and very gallant, foz it is ſo permitted to all ſouldiers, 
and men ot warte. And hy teaſon this king isfo mightie and 
they which lerue are paied at their tinte without any de · 
, F with great liberalitie. And all ſuch as ſpew themlelues 
baliant, are highly eſt et med, and tewarded with great gifts. 
The Tartarres and other enemies which they take pꝛilonets 
in cheir warres, they vle them with no other captiuicie, chen 
to place them to ſerut fozmen ol warte in other frontiers of 
theirs, which do bozder ouer againſt other Pꝛint es, and they 
are payed as hee doth pay the reſt of his ſubtects, and theſe 
wears certaine red hattes, and the reſt ofthcp2 apparell euen 
after the faſyion ol the ſayd people of China. The fated hattes 
all people do weare, which are iudged fox ante offence to ſerue 
in any towne that doth boꝛder ouer againſt any other Pꝛince, 
as thole which go to Oran. o: Melilla, and ſo they ſap in thepꝛ 
ludgements that they baniſh them to weare red hattes. This 
Bꝛince is ſerued with ſome Souldiers which are by nature 
ofthe high mountains of Ruſsia, which ate a free people, and 
live after the maner ol warriours, like to the Eſquizaros, 


and they weare cut hoſe like to the Tudeſos, and bzoade 
lyopds, c they are called Alimenes, whom ſome doe thinke 
that they are Almaines, but if it were ſo, there woulde haue 
beene knowledge of this great Realme long befoze. Like⸗ 


wiſe bee is ſerued of other tall men of twelue oz thirteene 


pawmes of height, and they doe aſſiſt them in the defence of 
the townes that ſtand in greateſt daunger, ol whom we can 
not vnderſtande of what region they are, and they make ſo 
great account of their owne the maner of the 
Gzeekes, that they ſapchat they are thoſe which haue two 
eyes , and the people of — and that all —

feſtiuall dapes and burying. The one and the other are not 
maried, but they are euill livers, and therefoze they are not 
eſteemed among the people, and they are puniſhed with 
ſtripes — Judges foꝭ a ſmall occaſion Theſe peo⸗ 
ple do offer in the Boznings and Euenings in their Tem⸗ 
ples, Incenſe, Beniamin, the wood ot che Eagle, and other 
things ol different and ſweet ſmels. And the place of pꝛaier 
which they vſe in their houſe, is generally at the entrie in of 
their gates, where their Jdolles ſtande. hen they lanche 


to make their Sacriſices in the poopes of them, where the 


place ot pꝛaier is, and they offer painted figures, and they tut 


and burne them befoze their dolles with certaine ceremo⸗ 
nies that they make, 6 ling ſonges wich an vnozderly tune,

And if it happe as they delite, then t make too them 
greatofferinges:and with this they are caſt, and if they kall 
with the plaine ſide vpwarde, 02 the one ſide rounde, and the 
other plaine,thep baue it fo an euill igne: and they returat 
againſt the Jdolles, and they ſpeake to them ſhamefull and 
diſhoneſt wopdes call ing them diſhoneſt dogges. And when 
they be wearp of calling them ſa any longer, then they turne 
againe with faire and ſiveete woꝛdes, and aſke them par. 
don of that which they baue ſayde, and deſire them too giue 
them good foztune , pꝛomiſing them moe then befoze they 
had offered them:wherevpon they turne ta caſt anewe, and 
by this oꝛder they pꝛuteede papling them, and ſeiting 
naught by them, And when they tarrie long, and if it bee a 
matter of impoztaunce, theprunne to them, and take them. 


and caſt them into the Sea, and ſometimes into the fire, ſuf ·· 


them to burne a little, and they whippe them, and 
pe to tbem as 
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—— his houſeholds following. And this cere- 


monie beeing done, they put him in to a colfin made of the 


wood ol Canfora, which is conſetuatiue and of ſwer te Imel, 
well made faſt in all popnes, bycauſe hee ſhoulde-not fineft. 
After this they put him into a Chamber, which is hanged 
with white hangings of linnen cloth vpon two and 
do couer him with a cloth euen to the ground, wherein is ſha- 
ped and foꝛmed the dead man, very naturally made; And in 
another place ofthe houſe without, oz inthe gate houſe com- 
ming in, they doo put fo ceremonie a Table with candles 
lighted therevpon, all full of bzead, and of ſundzie ſoztes of 
fruites. And in this ſozt they keepe him xv. dayes, in the 
which time there do come at the night ſeaſon Pꝛieſtes con⸗ 
tinually to offer vp their ſacrifices , and to pꝛay they owne 
inuentions after the maner of Gentiles, They bꝛing manp 
Papers painted, and with certaine ceremonies they pd 
they burne ſome ol them there, andthe reſt they hang 
rozdes athwart fo2 this cauſe , and they caſt them Abe 
making noyſe that they ſende the deade men to heauen. All 
their ſuperſtitions done, they take the colfia, and carie him to 
the field, where the reſt ol the dead bod ies are, where in time 
they are tonſumed. Jn all theſt dayes there are in * 
the Tabels ſet with manie kinde of meates, that the pz! 
map eate and dzinke, and their friendes and arqu 
. hayble; wage 
Tibe mourning appar e, ke, 
byceuſe they bꝛing their clothes made of moſt! vere 
_ neareſtto the fleſhe, girte with hardcoards; and on they; 
beades cercaine nightcappesof theſaydecloth, withevges 
falieth downe vppon their eares.Thep

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the court, ta do as he did befoze,But thole that are not ſo nere 
in kindzed, do apparell them ſelues with rawe linnen cloth, 
not berie courſe. They doe ealily beleeue lyes and feigned 
fables 02 tales, that men be conuerted into beaſts, and beaſts 
into men, and other ignozant toyes like too theſe. It is not 
knowne certainly that any — them the Gofs 
pel vntill the Portingales came thither,moze th in the coaſt 
of Molea, which is the India,ofthe fide of the ſea ofBengala, 
which thep cal now S. Thomas. Thither came an Armenia 
on pilgrimage, q did affirme to the Portingals, q at that time 
were there reſident, that in the publike wpptings , which the 
rmenians had, there mas relation and memozie that befoꝛe 
this glozioug Apoſile did ſuffer martyꝛdome, hee paſt to the 
China, and there did pꝛeache the Goſpell. And bycauſe 
bee wyought little krutte in them, hee returned to Molea, 
leauing {ome -Diſciples that hee had connerted in that 
Countrep, Ok the which there is no knowledge founde 
amongeſt them, moze then ibis religious man bath declas 
red, and ſayde: that hee had beene in Canton, and from 
thence paſt to a ſmall IJlande that ſtandeth in the middeſt of 
the Riuer befoze the Citie, where there is a Ponafterie 
of thoſe JPzieſtes gathered togither , and therein he ſawe a 
Chappell, buJthigh from the grounde , verie well made 
with certaine windowes gilded, wherein was the Image 
of a woman marneploully well made, with a Cbilde at her 
necke, and had befoze it che ſigne ofa Lampe burning, and 
lulpecting if it might bee anie raſe of Chyiſtianitle; he div 
aſke of thoſe Pzteſtes, and of other people that were there, 
what that Image did ſigntũe: and no bodie coulde tell him, 
no2 giue him S and ſo it could not bee de⸗ 
ermined, if by chance it were the Image of our Ladie

is not in all this Realme anie Jewes,noz raſe 
ok them.
